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A screw fixing structure in which a screw member extends through 
an object to be fixed and a tip of the screw member is threaded into a screw 
hole provided at a screw receiving member, wherein a conical concave 
portion for guiding the tip of said screw member is formed at an opening of 
said screw hole.

A cable-equipped connector 12 in Cited Reference 1 (which corresponds to the 
"second connector" in Present Inventions 1-8) is capable of preventing uplift thereof by 
a band 3 (which corresponds to the "second fixing member". However, it is obvious 
to those skilled in the art that the band 3 is inherently not a type of band that does not 
allow for movement of an object to be fixed, in a direction other than the direction 
along which the object to be fixed uplifts. In view of the foregoing, the connector in 
Cited Reference 1 is also recognized as a connector fixing structure in which a fixed 
state of the cable established by the band 3 is such a state as to allow for more 
movement of an object to be fixed than does a fixed state of a cover portion of the 
cable-equipped connector 12 established by a fixing member (which corresponds to the 
"first fixing member" in Present Inventions 1-8) at a tip portion of the cable-equipped 
connector 12. A connector having a shield is commonly used. It is a design matter 
whether or not an electrical device is made into a vehicle-mounted one. 

As to Present Invention 3, in particular, it is well known to use a plate-like 
member bent into an arbitrary shape to fix a member (as an example, see Japanese 
Utility Model Laying- Open No. 39-33728). 

As to Present Invention 4, in particular, the feature therein is a design matter. 

As to Present Invention 7, in particular, it is merely a selective matter whether 
or not a well-known vehicle-mounted motor is used as an electrical device. 
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
